The Terrible Bnilrond Accldent in Wales,

The London Gobe, of August 21, containe the
foliowing:—

Perhaps the most fearful and extraordinary
neoident which ever occorred on the rall way 12
that reported this moroing, wnd which lLap-
sened on the Chester aud Holyhesd Line, near

landdulue, ye terday, nhout & miie aod o palf
Irom Abergele, A welegraph ¢ despaten says:—
The Ireh lNoited mad, lenving London at a
quarter past 7 o'clock, passed Abergels staon
i rufety sbout 1 o'clock, A goods train hwd
paescd halt ap bour before. Beyound Llsaddalas
% portion of Lhe goous tain to Hulyheaa seems
to bave vecome detached aad ran back down
the 1nchine, meetlng the mail ratn gome at
nbout forty mwiles an hour, There i& a carve
near, The drver of the road teato, Arthar
Thompron of Sinflord, seelug that s coliiston
wis inevitable, jumoed olf and escaped shightly
hurt, Tbe stoker, Joseph Holmes, of Stadord,
rema‘ned,

At the back of the goods traln was a wagon
lagen with petroleum oif, and when the colli-
sion occurred the petrolenm explodea, Tae
epgive, tender and three drst-cliss carrinres
were smashed up toge her and borned wiin

wirolenm. Tweunly-toree passeneers for Ire-
und were burned so baily that nooe could be
recoenized. A watch was foand, with an iue
goi1y tion showing 1t belonged to Losd Farnhau,
who was accompanicd, it is supposed, by two
danghters, Locomolives, cranes, aud men were
senl from Chester and Crewe, aud the Jine was
cleared about bali-pasi & o'viock. I'he wires
baving been broken preveuted earlier messages
for assistance.

Twenty-three bodles bave been bronght to
Prestatyn eta fon and placed in cotlins aud taken
1o Ab rgele church.  The passengers huri are
di<tributed about Prestatyn, Abvereele, aud
places near. Their names caunuvot he aseertamed
gt this Iate hour. It i¢ feared tunt noue of the
bodies will be recognizable by rmends, they are
so fearfully chaired., Four ooc ors irom Aber.
gele aud Kbyi are wailing upon the sudereis by
direction of the railway company, The body of
the sloker wus pleked op unoer the broken
epgive, Thompson, the i¢ngine driver, isat a
cottage near the scene of the aceident sud anle
1o give =ome acconut of what be saw. Tnen
quest will probably be opened to-day and be
immediately adjourned.

Burning Carriages and Charred Bodies,

The Abergele (Aug, 31) correspondence of the
London Times says:—

Certainly snyihiog like so awful a rallroad
accident has never occurred o ibis country.
Persous who witnessed the collision trom (he
bank state that for a considerable time the line
for'rome distance was as if covered with a sheet
ot filame, Until an immease guantity of water
had been thrown on i1t tue fire was not extin-
guiched, and when put out at ove xpot it broke
out 1o anorher. All this time the bodles ot ihe
passcneerr i the three first-class enrriages next
the ¢ ngiwe aud fender were barning lterslly Lo
ashes, 1o some cases anmch or two ot a dress
was gll that was found io & heap of charred re-
mains to show that they are those
of & lady. In eeveral caoses even
cinders of the bones have wnnt beeo
leit. What were human forms bad been ea
thered up like g0 much black dust. T1he pody
of the stoker, who lay under the en¢ioe, was
almost the only one what presented the appear,
ance of & dend map., The flesh was burned of,
but a caleined skeleton, with every rio visibie,
was left., The pawme, “'Prince of Wales,” is sull
to be seen on the locomotive, which is now
stapding on s wheels close to the Aberagele
gtation: but the tender made a tremendo s
somerset, and went right over Lhe engine and
s funnel; 1t i8 smashed to pieces. O wbe car
ringes m which the passengers wers seated
nothing exists to show that they were car-
ringes but the wheels aod axles; what were the
bodies he in thousands of pleces like small tire-
wood that bad been redacedd to charcosl,

It is believed thiat twenty-geveu persons have
been kuled,

The smoke, pitchy black, as from a founel,
which the peiroleom emitted, mtercep ed 1nhe
view of 1he carrisges in front, und it was only
atter the sides haa been burned o that the inte-
rier became visiole, and the Lumerons oothnes
ol oxleined human lorms were seen in various
attitudes, that the awful irath =as realizea. The
heat and stench were overpowering. The Lig ud
pre burned up the grass sud hedge of the ems
bunk went, the telegraph poles, aud aleepors,

The flames loeressed in intensity for several
minotes and literally swepl the carringes, deiving
in ore windo s uod out st the ulher, and pro-
duec'ng & beat 8o intense that it was impossible
to approach within a considerable distance ot 1he
train. The passepgers in the London carriages,
who bad escaped with a very =heght shoek,
owing to the evormous weight and velocity of
the epgine haviog prevented soy meriouns re-
bound, alichted from ther carriages immedis
ately after the collision wed vied with each
other in endeavoriog to render what aid they
could. The country people in the vicioity and
a large num ber 01 workmen from a slate quarry
near \he spot, who bad been alarmed by the
concussion, were also soon gatnered on the
spot avd a number of pails hanneg been got
together a line of men was formed across the
intervening sands, gand buockets of sen waler
were obtained 1o the hope of sahdoing the
flames, All these edorts proved [rainless,
however, and the fire continded to burn with
ilucreusiug fury until every vestige of the woud-
work of the Chester carriuges aud ove of the
Post OUffice teuders was . entirely cousaomed
rothivg r maining but tue iron framework ami
wheels, the greater portiou of which was red-
hot,

1t was a conpsiderable time before the burnt
carrigges could be aporcachel, owing to the
fotense heat thrown out by uhe lused mass ol
fron and Luroing ewbers, nod wheo sear. b was
cimmenesd lor the sullerers bittle more than
charred remaius of buman bolies could be dis-
coveregd, 1o most 0! the ¢ases the bodies were
hendless, and in many it wis lwpossible to dise
cover whether the sufferers were males or
females,

kvery particle of cloibing was destroved on
nll the sutlerers, and for u lone time only oue
budy was recognized—thut of the vensrable
Lovd Faipnbam, whose {dentity was es'ablibhel
through sp Inscription ipside a gold waieh,
recovered lom nis remaios, It has siooe been
wecrtmped that Lord Parnham was teaveilina
with his wi'e, Lavly Farnham, sod g valaed old
retainer of the tam:ly, Miss stavlor i, who was n
the sane Orst clues curraee wi'th them. Tn thew
sulte were also travelhiuge Mary Ann Kellott
lady's maid, Outen, bis lord-hiv's valet, avd
Charles Bockinvhsm, foolman In the  sawe
service, all ol whom are lo-t.
